





Brief commentary/midrash on Genesis 1:1 
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I. Bereshit (n°wx12) - In the Beginning. Six letters here in Hebrew with a basic 
gematria of 913 (9 + 1+ 3 = 13, i.e. the number of spheres to my Tree of Reality). 
While conventional Kabbalah says there are 4 worlds within the Tree of Life (i.e. 
Atziluth, Briah, Yetzirah & Assiah) -- or five if you count the Ain Sof -- in fact 
we are dealing with 6 realms of Being. In their Bayani denotation, these are 


named: 
1. Hahit - realm of the ipseity. 
2. Lahut - realm of the divinity proper. 


3. Jabariit - the world of the first existential particles of light (dharrat) and 
archangelic intelligences. This is the eternal realm of the plane of Alast ("Am I 


not") where the primordial covenant occurs. 
4, Malakit - the angelic world proper. 


5. ‘Azamiut - The mighteous realm which is bifurcated into two sections: heaven 


and hell (whose gates are guarded over by 19 angels according to the Quran). 


6. Nasut - the material world proper. 











In my interpretation, each of the six letters of Bereshit (n°wx72) refer to 
each of these six realms which are then ciphers denoting the six days of 
creation which then indicate six of the sigils (sans the pentagram seal) of the 
Greatest Name calligram that instantiate the 6 theophanic sequences of the 
hadith kumayl which indicate the 6 Names (fard/single, hayy/alive, 
gayyum/peerless self-subsistent, hakam/judge, ‘adl/just & quddiis/holy i> 24 
Us Jac aS 518) which are God, Muhammad, ‘Ali, Fatima, Hasan and Husayn 
(¢). In the Tarot, the letters associated with the letters of (m>wx 2) are the Magus 
1 (or according to me, really the High Priestess) then the Sun 7 then the Fool 8 
then the Aeon w then the Hermit ° and finally the Universe n. Overall, the 
number 6 is of great significance here, since it is the penultimate solar number 
not to mention the specific number denoting Binah in the sephirotic Tree of 
Life. 6 is also the second letter (namely, 1 vav) occurring only once in the 
Tetragrammaton (717°) as the third letter, and the second letter in Arabic to 
HUWA (4), denoting the ipseity. The waw/vav (1 s) represents the Divine Name 
the Hidden (G+!) whereas  he/ha' represents the Divine Name the Manifest 
(_alall), Vav 1 itself is, of course, the Hierophant in the Tarot. 


Il. bara (x72): "[he] created/creating," which means also "to separate" such as 
light from darkness. This word has a gematria of 203 and is equivalent in Arabic 
to s_: bara'a, meaning 'pure' and ‘angelic’, while it is also associated in meaning 
with 'disassociation' and 'disavowal' (of evil and the non-genuine, i.e. especially 
the enemies of the Imams of the House ¢ who have usurped their authority) 


that is one of the pillars of Shi'ism. 


Il. Elohim (a°7>x): A feminine plural word serving as a generic word for God 
with a gematria of 86 that is equivalent in Arabic to the Divine Names Mawla 
(1), Master, and the Wondrous-Innovator (ex), Bad?’. Although most of the 
commentators have tortured themselves claiming that the feminine plural 
Elohim actually refers to a singular, I say that the feminine plural is quite 
intential in that it refers to what Suhrawardi designates as the Mothers (Cilgal) 


i.e. the foremost among the lords of the species (¢ si! GL!) which are both the 











creative powers of the Light of lights, ie. the Godhead, as well being 
individuated angelic hypostases of light in their own right. 


IV. et (nx): the feminine particle qualifying the feminine plural Elohim whose 
gematria is 401 that is equivalent in Arabic to the Divine Name the Unveiler 
(418), Kashif. 


V. Hashamayim ve'et ha'aretz (yx nx) onws): "the heavens and the earth". 
There are twelve letters here that, first, instantiate the 12 constellations of the 
zodiac from Aries to Pisces. Next, they refer to the twelve letters of the tahlil (Y 
di! ‘Y\ al) which refer to each of the Twelve Imams (¢) from ‘Ali (¢) to the 12th 
whose return, in my view, was the Bab. The final letter is Tzaddi 7 which is v= 
in Arabic (i.e. among other things, the letter associated with the adepti of 
Fatima). The gematria is 1098 equivalent to the original Hebrew of Psalm 68:33 
"to him who rides across the highest heavens, the ancient heavens" ("awa 1979 
o7p--w) and the phrase in Arabic (+ 4 44S Ya) aoa), ie, Muhammad, nothing 


is like him. 


VIL. The next two words closing this first verse of Genesis are the Hebrew letters 

7 and then 1 which are the Arabic e and 5 that (bearing the numerical value of 
11) as the word HUWA in the Bayan denotes i. the ipseity, ii. the locus of the 
Manifestation of the Godhead and iii. the pentagram (i.e. 5 perspectives in its 
exterior and six in its interior). There are 28 letters here in this first verse of 
Genesis which is equivalent in its Arabic numerical value to my name Wahid 
(4.5), the number of letters in the Arabic alphabet, the days of an actual lunar 
month, etc. The gematria of the entire first verse of Genesis is 2712 (12/3) which 
is equivalent to the combined value of the two Divine Names (Geiue & aul), 
mustaghath & nasikh, i.e. the Aid Invoked & the Abrogator. 
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
